SUDDEN DEATH OF COL. WOODS. 


Found Dead in His Boom at tbe 
Hotel Brunswick. 


"Ooti'8 linger Touched him and be Slept."

The 
many friends of the Colonel were startled 
and saddened by the discovery, for ho ap- 
peared to enjoy perfect health. He was 
at hie ofltoe yesterday attending to busi- 
ness as usual 


The body was removed to the office of 


Coroner Bendnre, who called m Dr. COBS 
Chenoweth to examine it to determine 
the cause of the death. It is the doctor's 
opinion that the death resulted from apo- 
plexy and the bursting of a small blood 
vessel.

OUR PAID FIRS DEPARTMENT. 


Interesting Statement by Fire Cbiet 


Wayne on TnlB Subject. 


Knowing that our citizens and tax-pay- 


ers and all interested in the introduction 
of a paid fire department, ore feeling 
anxious to know what -progress is being 
mode, I deem it my duty to make known 
to you all the present condition and pros- 
peots of this moat important service. We 
have, by the hearty co-operation of the 
mayor and council, arranged the No. 1 
hose house in a first-class manner for a 
paid house, as used in Chicago and other 
large cities. The team purchased lately 
by the city nre now at home, and appear 
highly pleased with their quarto's. The 
chemical engine is placed in position. The 
swinging harness is swung over head, 
working by pulleys, cords and weights. 
The three men who are to run the chemi- 
cal are now practicing. Everything in 
the hose house that is deemed advisable 
is calculated to work by electricity when 
this important factor is introduced. Until 
that is done it is arranged to pull a hur- 
dle attached to a wire in the front part of 
tho building, nnd this opens the four (4) 
doors to the stalls and unhitches the four 
horses, who, whon properly trained, will 
d art i forward to their several positions, 
when the men will jerk the harness down 
upon them and hitch in a few seconds and 
away to the fire. 1 will add, by way of 
comment, that without tho electric alarm 
system to locate 'ires, onr boys will,|of 
course, have very serious trouble frequent 
ly ascertaining which direction to go to 
find the fire. Fire apparatus has, by com- 
mon consent, the right of way, and when 
the big gong sounds olonr the track. 
Don't criticise our boys too muph if slow 
driving is indulged in for a while, as it is 
a wise plan to go slow on a fresh intro- 
duction and wait n little to get thorough- 
ly acquainted with the machine, nnd then 
let her go. 


It is now the calculation to place in this 


same house the new hose wagon which 
we will receive in course of two to three 
weeks. Upon this will be placed four (4) 
firemen. This will carry one thousand 
feet of hose and other equipments, and 
will generally be in service when the 
chief, in his judgment, prefers it to the 
chemical. In other words, if the chemical 
is used, the probabilities are that no water 
will be necessary. Thus the chemical 
orew can assist the hose crew, and vice 
versa. I wish to say hero that the depart- 
ment — as it will be when completed for 
this winter — will not bo large enough to 
cope with n long continued and large fire, 
and it would be wise for assistance to be 
handy, ready and willing, when called 
npon, to respond. I know this may be 
by some looked upon as unnecessary an- 
ticipation; but a word to the wise is suffi- 
cient. I would further say our mon and 
horses must practice two to three weeks 
before service at lircs with tho large ap- 
paratus oan be expected. It IB dangerous 
to dive into this heedless of consequences, 
and I have directed that no attempt be 
made until proper practice has been given, 
and until this is done our apparatus will 
have to go as heretofore, by the general 
help of our old volunteer and citizens; 
and 
we apologize by promising that 


in a short time we hope to be able to 
master all onliuary IJILH 
In my judg- 


ment it would bo n (?i nnd movement for 
onr council to enact an ordinance creating 
a board of control, coriHiBtinR of three of 
our thorough business mou nnd one nldnr- 
man; this board to investigate nnimtely 
into the UieilH of it well rtwulntcd piud 
fire department, to report BUKK«stions to 
the city council from tinin tn time of such 
improvements as they »< ulil n commend. 
Tho Jnties of such u board would be ex- 
actly similar to those of fire commiosiou- 
ers in large cities, and should be perform- 
ed without compensation. Such a board 
wonld greatly facilitate tbe institution of 
proper protection, and perhaps much more 
to the satisfaction of the general public 
than the council can.
